OF ITS PARKS 


Railway Belt Reserves to Re¬ 
main Under Ottawa After 
Land Transfer 

Strong Opposition Meets New 
Provincial Park Measure; 
May Be Altered 


All rxksting national parks within 
the Railway Belt will he retained by 
the Federal Government when U tnrna 
the railway lands ever te British Co¬ 
lumbia shortly, tt was learned offlrtnlty 
to-day. A definite understanding te 
this effect ha« been ranched between 
the Dominion and the Province na a 
j result of negotiations for the definite 
return of the railway land* to provtu- 
rial control. 

Not only will the Provlj&e embrace 
the Idea of federal park control, but It 
j M prepored to grant to the Dominion 
Government any r e aeo n abl e amount of 
land in the railway b*M which it may 
desire for extending existing parks or 
cresting new ones. Wben the railway 
Isnde are handed over to the Province 
by formal legislation shortly detailed 
provision will be made to handle the 
entire park situation Yoho. Glacier 
and R evel e r o ke Parks, three of the moet 
important reeervee In Canada, are in 
! the railway belt, and will remain under 
federal jurisdiction aa a reeutt af the 
railway land legislation which will be 
• introduced in Parlament shortly. 

NEW PLAN UliOiMI 

Announc eme nt of ibeee arrange¬ 
ments was made following strong pro- 
. lent* against new provincial perk legis¬ 
lation now before the Legislature here.

INDIANS BOYCOTT 
ALL BRITISH GOODS 

Demonstrations to Be Made 
in Calcutta When Simon 
Commission Arrives 


Calcutta. India. Pvb. 15 —With the 
Royal Commission on Ihdlan Reforms 
due here Monday, the Swarajist. Or 
Nationalist, leaders, of Bengal to-day 
proclaimed a boyoett of British goods. 
The boycott affects cotton cloth espe¬ 
cially 

The move was made in protest 
against “the .outrage committed upon 
India’s self- r es p e c t” by appointing a 
commission In which there are no 
Indian* and because the authorities 
“are making efforts to demoralise the 


demonstrations for Monday to em¬ 
phasise the boycott of the commission 
which, when It arrived In India Febru¬ 
ary 5 was the object of demonstrations 
here and In Madras and Bombay. One 
man waa killed during the disorders 
In Madras when police fired on a group 
of pereon* bolding a demonstration. 

The commission, composed of prom¬ 
inent men of Orest Britain, has Sir 
John Simon aa Its chairman.
